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MAC'S FUTURE: 
Question Session 



On Tuesday, January 19th, 
an open Students' Society meet- 
ing was held in the Centennial 
Centre. It was a question and 
answer session with Dr. Black- 
wood who is a member of the 
University's Long Range 
Planning Commission. He open- 
ed by giving several of his im- 
pressions concerning the move 
possibilities to date. He stated 
that McG ill's financial problems 
had been caused partially by the 
fact that they will have a small- 
er number of students attending 
the institution. This is a result 
of the CEGEP program which 
will remove first and second 
years from the University's 
program. Consequently, the 
smaller number of students 
will draw less government fi- 
nancial support. Dr. Blackwood 
expressed nope for a decision 
on the move in the near future 
but stated that moving was phy- 
sically impossible for next year 
He traced the procedure that 
would have to be followed if the 
move was to be approved. A 
new building on the McG ill cam 
pus, which is a mandatory re 
quirement since there is almost 
no space presently vacant, has 
to be approved by the Quebec 
government after initial draw^ 
mgs have been submitted. This 
could not be completed before 
early summer. Following this, 
plans have to be drawn up, 
contracts allotted and construc- 
tion started. This, Dr. Black-

wood said, could not be done in 
less than a year. Dr. Black- 
wood's forecast for the very 
earliest move date was one year 
from this fall. He indicated that 
he felt that this was the mini- 
mum of time and speculated that

reply to questions at Open Students' 

third and fourth year students 
would finish their programs at 
Macdonald. 

Dr. Blackwood also cited the 
possibility that 1000 CEGEP 
students could attend next year 
as a part of the John Abbott 
CEGEP. The future, then, could 
see two separate student bodies 
on campus if this did hapf)en. 

In response to a question on 
the Faculty of Agriculture's 
possibilities of survival if as- 
similated into the McGill 
scheme. Dr. Blackwood replied 
that bethought the Faculty could 
successfully merge at McGill. 
He gave the example of the suc- 
cessful integration of McG ill's 
management faculty. 

The topic of discussion then 
changed to the new Environ- 
mental Sciences Program. Both 
Dr. Blackwood and Dr. MacRae 
agreed that possibilities of this 
being approved were extremely 
good. The remaining problems 
involved are minor in nature. 

The noon hour meeting was 
short, to the point and, as usual, 
sparsely attended. It did serve 
to consolidate a little further 
the College's situation with re- 
spect to our move possibilities.

Problems 



NEW YORK (LNS) - Editors 
fired, evictions and lock-outs from 
offices, freezing of funds, suppres- 
sion of particular articles about 
women's oppression, and outright 
prohibition of publication U.S. 
College papers are now experienc- 
ing these forms of repression. 

USSPA (United States Student 
Press Association) lists 25 papers 
which have been overtly censored 
and two campus radio stations 
which have been shut down since 
this fall. Forty per cent of the 
papers replying to a CPS (College 
Press Service) questionaire report 
that they have been censored or 
harrassed because they express 
radical politics. 

The administrations of Dillard 
University and Norfolk State Col- 
lege, both Black schools, have had 
their presses shut down. Dillard's 
newspaper staff refused to submit 
copy to an adviser for censorship; 
and Norfolk's paper supported stu- 
dents actions against the invasion 
of Cambodia this past spring. 

When a "God is Dead" editorial 
appeared in the Reflector of Mis- 
sissippi State University set up 
censors for all campus papers and 
yearbooks. 

Niagara University's student 
paper was told that its funds would 
be cut off if they published anything 
about abortion referral. Ads for 
abortion referrals and articles 
about the myth of the vaginal or- 
gasm have been banned by school 
administrations and state govern- 
ments at Concordia College in 
Minnesota, Metropolitan State Col- 
lege in Pueblo, Colorado, the State 
University of New York at Buffalo. 

University of Connecticut and col- 
leges in Massachusetts, Ohio, 
South Dakota and Georgia. 

When Argus magazine of the Uni- 
versity of Marland published a 
photograph of a burning American 
flag on its cover, the state Regents 
attempted to take control of student 
fees. Student agitation thwarted 
the attempt. 

In New York state, the state uni- 
versity at Albany's paper funds 
were frozen when members of 
YAF (Young Americans for Free- 
dom) sued the school for allowing 
students to use school money to 
charter buses for November 1969's 
moratorium march in Washington, 
DC.

IN A ROW

On Saturday, January 16. the 
Clansmen whipped the BMC Cadets

The following Wednesday evening 
saw Macdonald come up its best 
first half performance of the season, 
only to fade in the second half and 
lose to McGill Redmen what should 
have been a hard fought win. Find- 
ing themselves among a throng of 
red giants, the diminutive Clans- 
men hustled, ran, and shot their way 
to a 56-37 lead, with Dave Algar, 
Guild and Smyth also scoring more 
than ten points. TTie second half saw 
the Clansmen lose their steam for 
awhile until the Redmen had rallied 
to tie 89-89. Mac rallied for two 
quick baskets by Dell Ifiscock and 
Chris Hunter to lead 93-89, but two 
errors and missed passes allowed 
McGill to recapitulate. With one 
minute remaining, the score was 

94- 93 for McGiU and Mac was play- 
ing furious defence. A jumpshot by 
Jim Guild put the Clansmen ahead 

95- 94 and then the hustling Clans- 
men defence went to work, forcing 
the ball out of bounds with 20 sec- 
onds to play. The referees for 
some reason or other gave the ball 
to McGill and Stewart Gym roared 
its disapproval. Four foul shots by 



McGill were then swished and the 
tired Clansmen lost 98-95. However, 
it was a great game for the specta- 
tor who were very enthusiastic and 
voiced their encouragement about 
as well as any crowd in recent me- 
mory at Mac. Jim Guild ended up 
with 36 points for the evening, fol- 
lowed by Dave Algar with 19. Dell 
Ifiscock came up with a good per- 
formance as he netted 13 and work- 
ed for 8 rebounds against the much 
taller Redmen. Remember 610" No 
2! Ken Smyth played his usual ef- 
fective defensive game, quarter- 
backed the offence and chipped in 13 
points as well. Chris Hunter kept 
the Clansmen in the game on the 
boards, pulling 15 rebounds and 
scoring 12 points. Particularly out- 
standing in the game was the foul 
shooting as Macdonald converted 29 
of 33 attempts for an 88% effort. 
The Redmen had three familiar 
faces in the lineup: Bill Holt, Bill 
Swinden and Art Sandman, all who 
played basketball here before they 
moved to McGill. 

Revenge is indeed sweet. After 
k>sing to Bishop s first team, the 
Clansmen were trying extra hard 
to beat the Purple Gaiters this past 
Saturday. Bishop's Pete Munger 
almost singlehandedly beat our 
hoopsters in the first half as he 



scored 19 points to give Bish a 41- 
32 half-time lead. A rejuvenated 
Clansmen team rushed out in the 
second half and rallied to tie 51-51 
with ten minutes left. Leading the 
way were Dave Algar and Chris Hun- 
ter who attacked for rebounds and 
got them to spearhead the resur- 
gence. Sharpshooting by Louis Van 
Guelpen, Ken Smyth and Rick 
O'Loughlin put Mac ahead by 5 
points with five minutes to go. 
Bishops then began to foul and the 
expert shooting Qansmen made 
nearly every shot to overwhelm 
the Gaiters 79-63 Guild and Smyth 
both maintained their rankings in 
the top scorers of the league with 
27 and 16 points respectively. 
Chris Hunter added 12 points but, 
more important, he collected 21 
rebounds. 

'Hie Clansmen now have a league 
record of 5 wins and 3 losses and 
play first place Loyola on Tuesday, 
January 26th. With a very high- 
scoring offense featured by fast 
breaks, outside jump shooting and 
intricate driving lay-ups, they play 
basketball which is exiting and en- 
joyable to watch.

Many students from the Mari- 
time Provinces interested in ob- 
taining a degree in Agricultural 
Science attend Macdonald College. 
Most of them come up here after 
attending Nova Scotia Agricultural 
College. Many people probably 
wonder what N.S.A.C. is. Briefly, 
it is a Junior College offering 
three years above Junior Matric- 
ulation towards a degree in Agri- 
culture. 

The xNova Scotia Agricultural 
College, situated in Truro Nova 
Scotia, formally opened in 1905 
to assume and expand work which 
had previously been carried on 
by two other small Agricultural 
Schools in Nova Scotia. Its courses 
have greatly changed over the 
years to keep pace with the ever 
changing needs of the agricultural 
mdustry. N.S.A.C. has always 
had a close association with Mac- 



donald College and Ontario Agri- 
cultural College. 

Most of its graduates finish their 
degrees in Agriculture at one of 
these two institutions. 

A.C. ii> a small college with 
present attendance being about 
400. Because of its small size, it 
is a friendly place - everyone 
kno\vs everyone else and it is a 
very congenial atmosphere. It has 
a sound academic program. The 
record of its graduates in contin- 
uing at other educational institu- 
tions and their performances in 
the agricultural industry speaks 
for the quality of its instruction. 

It is primarily a residential col- 
lege with residence accommoda- 
tions for 500 students. The college 
has been expanding greatly in the 
past few years. In the last five 
years it has increased in enroll- 
ment from 150 students to the pre- 
sent 400 students. The increased

enrollment required an overhaul in 
the physical plant. Some farm 
buildings that had been around 
since before 1900 were replaced 
with a new modem bam complex 
for dairy and beef cattle, sheep, 
swine and poultry. Recent addi- 
tions were Cox Institute of Agri- 
cultural Technology - a modern 
building with classrooms and well- 
equipped laboratories - the Agri- 
cultural Mechanics Building, and 
two large residences. 

The recent additions augment 
the older facilities quite well and 
make a physical plant that is well 
equipped for Agricultural Science 
and leaming. 

As N.S.A.C. is primarily a 
teaching institution, the research 
conducted there is on a small 
scale. Most of it is for demon- 
strational purposes and is ori- 
ented towards practical and ap- 
plied agriculture. 

There is always tremendous 
spirit among students at A.C. 
This creates many rivalries and 
competitions between classes in 
all events. Interclass sports activ- 
ities are a very important part of 
college life. This spills over into 
Varsity sports. Some very good 
sports teams of Soccer, Hockey 
and Basketball have been devel- 
oped at A.C. Teams participate 
in the Nova Scotia Small College 
League. Best efforts always seem 
to be produced against the across- 
town rivals - the Nova Scotia 
Teachers College. Contests be- 
tween the two always create a lot 
of interest and speculations on 
4he outcome. 

Social life at A.C. is quite good. 
There are always lots of girls at- 
tending Teacher's College so the 
resources of the two places are 
sort of pooled and there is a great 
deal of co-operation in co-spon- 
soring dances and Winter Carni- 
vals. E^ach year a College Royal 
Winter Fair is held similar to 



the one here. Many other social 
activities are participated in by 
all students. 

Basically, there are two educa- 
tional programs at A.C. the 
Degree Course and the Technician 
and Technologist Course. The De- 
gree course is the first three 
years of a five year degree above 
Junior Matriculation. It is divided 
into Science and Engineering. 
Those planning to go to another 
institution in Agricultural Science 
take the Science program. Those 
planning to go into Agricultural 
Engineering take Pre-E>igineering 
and after they graduate from A.C. 
they go to Nova Scotia Technical 
College. Students graduating from 
A.C. in Science usually go to 
Macdonald College or University 
of Guelph. Some have gone to U. 
of Maine in the last two years. 
Some students enter Guelph for 



Veterinary Medicine from N.S.- 
A.C. also. 

The Technician program is a 
two year program to equip a stu- 
dent with technical skills for em- 
ployment in the Agricultural in- 
dustry as a technician, in farm 
related business or in farming 
itself. The Technologist Course 
is designed to help Agricultural 
Technicians gain more intensive 
study so that they may become 
more proficient in their chosen 
fields of endeavour. These pro- 
grams were introduced in 1960 to 
replace the Diploma Course and 
they have been quite successful 
in attracting students and I think 
fill a gap in agricultural education. 

From this very brief review, 
we realize that N.S.A.C. plays a 
very important role in educating 
the manpower for agriculture in 
the whole Atlantic Provinces.
